Kiwanian A. S, Rosen- 
roll was chosen as the delegate to 
attend the immigration’ conference to 
be held at Edmonton on March 19. 

At the commenceiiént* of his ad- 
dress, Mr, Fraser referred to the New 
Scotia in Canada, but he was going 
to refer to Auld Scotia. The banking 
and educational systems in Canada 
were both based on the Scottish sys- 
tems. He then asked his hearers to 
enlarge their gift of imagination and 
take a trip with him to the land of 
the heather. -On his journey across 
Janada he named many places which 
were called after towns and cities in 
Scotland, When he got on tho boat 
he pointed out that the “log” was 
originated by a man from Edinburgh, 
Other parts of the boat were also es.

Scoiland when the Romans were in

The laws of Scotland were based 
on Volume 1, yoar 495, which fixed a 
price on every man from the King 
down to the lowliest peasant. The 
King was valued at 1000 cows, and 
the villager or peasant was worth 16 
cows. A married woman was worth 
one-third that of her husband, while 
an unmarried woman had the same 
value ag her brother. The first coun- 
cil in Glasgow was formed in 1702, 
and by a strange coincidence the pro- 
vost was Hugh Montgomerie, and he 
had his way paid to England while on 
civic business. Mr. Fraser then read 
some of the entries made in the min- 
ute book of Glasgow, when men were 
ordered to the stocks and banished 
from the town, The council that 
imposed the first taxation on the peo- 
ple Were fined what is equivalent to 
about $1500. and were imprisoned. 

Coming to Edinburgh, the speaker 
compared it to the ancient city of 
Athens, built on seven hills. 

The works of Sir Walter Scott, 
Bobby Burns, Robert Louis Stevenson, 
John Knox and many others whoge 
names are immortalized, were then 
briefly referred to. In conclusion re- 
ferenee was made to the many sons 
of Scotland who are now living in this 
country, many of whom are taking a 
prominent place in laying the founda- 
tions on which to build a great nation 
here.

POULTRY IN ALBERTA 


Remarkable growth has been re- 
corded during the past few years in 
the poultry industry of the province of 
Alberta, and the figures for the past 
year show consistent increases in all 
branches, particularly in the export of 
egES. 

Prior to 1922 practically no eggs 
were exported, but in that year a con- 
siderable export trade developed, 
whieh had grown in 1923 to a net ex- 
port over imports of 44,906 cases, In 
1924 the exports leaped to 60,183 
cases, a 33 per cent increase over 1923 
and the imports were almost entirely 
shut off. 

The number of poultry kept has 
risen from less than 5,000,000 in 1941 
to over 17,200,000 in 1924. Canada’s 
average per farm is 63.9 birds, while 
Alberta's is 79.9.

‘JUMPING-OFF’ PLACE 
FCR NEW SETTLERS 


An interesting report comes from 
T. Palfrey of the Soldier Settelment 


Board, whose headquarters are at | 


Daysland, that Camrose will be the 
‘Jumping off” place for a large num- 
ber of families from the British Isle 
who are coming to Alberta to settle 
on Canadian government farms. The 
first families are expected to arrive 
about the first of April and the first 
of May. 

It will be of interest to people al- 
ready resident here to know that pro- 
vision is being made by the depart- 
ment of immigration and colonization 
to bring 3000 approved British fam- 
ilies to the west for settlement on 
Canadian farms. , 

An agreement has been entered 
into between the Imperial government 
and the Canadian government for the 
settlement within the next three years 
of 3000 approved British families. 
The Canadian government will pro- 
vide farms with suitable buildings, at 
a reasonable cost, and the British 
government will advance for live 
stock and machinery, funds not to 
exced an average of $1500 per family 
or a total of $4,500,000 under the 
agreement between the governments. 

The whole scheme has apparently 
been worked out very carefully with 
a view of giving the maximum num- 
ber who will be accepted by the emi- 


gration agents every opportunity to’ 


make good. A sinall booklet has been 
published setting forth the advantages 
of farming in the west, and not over- 
looking the difficullies which new- 
comers must expect to face, in view 
of the fact that they are coming with 
limited capital, 

Farms offered for settlement in the 
prairie provinces will run from 160 to 
320 acres.

In conjunction with the further 
loan of $3,000,000 for colonization 
to be authorized by the Quebee leg- 
islature this season, it is also in- 
tended to raise the bounty to set- 
tlers on the acreage cleared. “At 
present tho government gives a 
bonus of $6 an acre. It will be 
raised to $8 an acre, The province 
spent $80,000 in this way in the last 
fiscal year. ; 

The amount of butter exported to 
Japan through Vancouver during 
1924 was nearly twice that of 1923, 
according to figures suyplied by 
the Japanese consulate at that point, 
The report shows that in 1924 the 
quantity was 476,454 pounds, as 
compared with only 299,695 pounds 
in 1928. Total cheese shipments to 
the same destination last year 
amounted to 2,685 pounds, as 
against only 40 in 1923, 


A recent analysis of immigration 
according to occupation of immi- 
grants arriving in Canada since 1920 
shows a steady increase in the ra- 
tio of agriculturists and domes- 
tics towards all others. In 1921 
the figure was 35 per cent. It was 
44 per cent for the fiscal year end- 
ing March 31, 1922, 47 per cent for 
the fiscal year 1928-24 and 51 per
